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OHiroyoshi Ohashi : New combination in Chinese Evodiopanax

During my study on Eleutherococcus of Araliaceae, I found that two varieties 
of a Chinese species of the genus Evodiopanax are still remaining in Acantho- 
panax. Evodiopanax has usually been treated as a section of Acanthopanax in 
China, but it differs clearly from Acanthopanax (now Eleutherococcus is the 
correct name) in having dorsiventrally flattened pyrenes. I think Evodiopanax 
is a distinct genus in the family. The following new combinations are proposed :
